section that it uuturally took on the name

^or a public park, and while undti prcs 
ent conditions the location is not tUe most 
central or desirable, the time will un 
doubtedlv come when this park will be 
highly appieciated and valued by the 
city 
The large hotel near the park was 


built by bim in the hope that it would 
become a popular summer resort 
In this 


he was disappointed but the house did 
good sen ice as a Keele> institute for a 
time ana it will be strange if in this rap 
idlv growing city some good use is not 
louud lor t in tho future 


But while Mr Kemp's individual enter 


prises %vere chiefly confined to Kemp- 
\ille his interest extended beyond the 
limits of h s own undertakings and he 
was a loyal and thoroughly public spir- 
ited citueti 
No cause for the upbuilding 


of the town was ever denied his most 
earnest support He believed in good 
schools good roads, good churches and 
good citi/ecship aud was ever ready to 
contr bute of his time, his means and his 
nflnence to secure for hia community 
any public benefit 
He was a man of 


strict probity and untiring industry, he 
was courageous and contident and his life 
•was one of incessant activity 


Mr Kemp united with the Baptist 


church in Florida many years ago but 
later he came to believe in the doctrine of 
conditional immortality, wbich is that 
those worthy oi a future lite w ill have it, 
while for those who are unworthy there 
will be no resurrect on In the days when 
Mr Kemp embraced this belief disagree- 
ment with any cardinal doctrine of the 
church was an important matter, and on 
account of this belief and not for^nyin 
consistency in his lite, he was permitted 
to withdraw from the Floiida Baptist 
church 
After settling in Isorth Adami, 


lie attended and contributed to the sup- 
port of the Baptist church here, and dur 
ing the pastorate of Rev Dr Anable,
